(Katy) Railroad was expelled 
from the Chamber of Commerce 


of Metropolitan St. Louis today 


for “violating responsible busi- 
ness practices” in the treatment 
of its employes. 

Meanwhile, William N. 
Deramus III, Katy President, 
‘said in a statement released 
here that all presently contem- 
plated shifts of personnel and 
reduction in the number of em- 
ployes have been completed and 
the executive offices will re- 
main in St. Louis. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
sent back to the Katy its check 
for $1200 received early this 
year as a membership fee and, 
in a statement approved unani- 
mously by the Chamber’s exec- 
utive committee, aeplored the 
railroad's actions in abruptly 
ordering its employes to move 
to Denison, Tex. 

Expulsion of the Katy marked 
the first time such action had 
been taken against a large cor- 
poration in at least 45 years. 
The railroad had been a mem- 
ber since 1912. 


Statement Quoted. 


A statement by Richmond C. 
Coburn, board chairman of the 
Chamber, which was approved 
by the executive committee, 
said: 

“The Chamber of Commerce 
of Metropolitan St. Louis re- 
grets to see any business ** 
ization moves its 
from this city, But it also ree- 
ognizes that, on occasion, the 
hard necessities of maintaining

“But the Chamber deplores 
the manner in which this was 
done. It condemns the closing 
of certain offices of the railroad 
in St. Louis without previous 
notice to the affected employes, 
many of them persons who have 
given their best years to the 
service of the railroad, but 
whose ties to this community 
were too close to follow the 
management to its new head- 
quarters. 

“We believe that the treat- 
ment of these employes by the 
Katy was out of character with 
responsible business practices 
and did a great disservice to 
management here and else- 
where.” 

‘Black Eye’ for Management. 

At a press conference, Co- 
burn, an attorney, said, in reply 
to a question: “I have heard 
responsible members of the 
business community say that 
Deramus has given management 
a black eye.” 

Asked about the Katy presi- 
dent's statement that the rail- 
road intended to maintain 
executive offices here, Coburn 
replied: “I think he means they 
are going to have their annual 
board meeting here, which is re- 
ferred to as a statutory board 
meeting because it is required 
under the law since the M-K-T 
is a Missouri corporation.” 

Coburn said the Chamber of 
Commerce made attempts to 
get in touch with Deramus 
after he took over the pres- 
idency of the railroad early 
this year to invite him to meet- 
ings of the Chamber's board of 
directors, but Deramus was not 
“accessible.” 

Members of the executive 
committee who unanimously in- 
dorsed Coburn’s statement dis- 
approving the Katy's action 
were: David R. Calhoun, presi- 
dent, St. Louis Union Trust Co.; 
Kenton Cravens, president, Mer- 
cantile Trust Co.; Clark Hun- 
gerford, president, Frisco.

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CITY HALL GETS 
UNIVAC FOR USE 
BY COMPTROLLER 


A Univac, a huge electronic 
computing machine, was to be 
installed at City Hall today, in a 
tabulating room of the Comp- 
troller’s office on the second 
floor. It was the first comput- 
ing machine of comparable size 
to be put in use at City Hall. 


The machine is too big for 
the elevators, and was to be 
taken through the rotunda and 
up a marble stairway on skid 
boards. It comes in two units, 
one about 744 feet long and 2% 
feet wide and weighing about 
2000 pounds, and the other a 
30-inch cube weighing about 
half as much. 

The machine is valued at 
$100,000; the city is leasing it 
at $1250 a month. It handles 
punch cards already long in use, 
and is expected to do present 
2 faster or take on more 
of it.

Two U.S. Aid Officials Killed 
By Iranian Gang; Woman Missing

Wife of One Apparent- 
ly Kidnaped — Body 
Not Found After

TEHRAN, March 27 (Ap 
Two American aid officials mo- 
toring across Iran’s desert were 
knifed to death by bandits Sun- 
day night and the wife of one 
apparently was kidnaped, Iran- 
ian police announced today. 

Gen. Alinaghi Golpiri, com- 
mander of Iranian police, said 
several police units had located 
the bandits and weré closing in 
on them. 

The bodies of the American 
men were recovered along with 
the bodies of two Iranians ac- 
companying them in jeeps. 

Iranian officials assumed that 
the American woman was car- 
ried away since her body was 
not found. 

The United States embassy 
withheld comment on the inci- 
dent pending completion of its 
own investigation, 

However, Gen. Golpiri said 
the American victims were: 

Kevin M. Carroll of Issaquah, 
Wash., a Point IV area develop- 
ment adviser for Kerman, Iran, 
since 1954. 

Brewster A. Wilson of Port- 
land, Ore., block development 
specialist in the Near East 
Foundation and contractor for 
the International Co-Operation 
Administration in Iran. 

Mrs. Carroll, the fornier Anita 
Huovar of Issaquah, is missing. 

Gen. Golpiri and other Iran- 
ian Interior Ministry officials 
gave this account: 

The party of five was.driving 
in two jeeps from 1 ahr in 
southeastern Iran to Port Chah- 
bar. Near the village of Khash 
in a desolate region, a bandit 
gang attacked, firing on the 
jeeps ahd puncturing the tires. 

Night .was falling and the 
jeeps were forced to halt. The 
men in the jeeps, armed with 
revolvers, fought back. They 
succeeded in holding off the 
bandits nearly an hour, but 
their ammunition gave out. The 
bandits then moved in. 

Bodies of the victims were 
stripped of all valuables and 
personal papers. 

Police stumbled on the 
bodies during a routine pa- 
trol. Their report to Tehran 
was. delayed by poor communi- 
cations. 

The bodies were taken to 
Zahidan, about 700 miles south- 
east of Tehran, and about 70 
miles from Afghanistan. Planes 
were attempting to fly through 
bad weather to Zahidan to pick 
up the bodies. 

Iranian officials @aid a no- 
torious bandit leader named 
Badshan controls gangs in the 
area who attack police from 
time to time, trying to seize 
their weapons. Officials be- 
lieve the jeeps were attacked 
for the same purpose. They 
doubt the bandits knew the oc- 
cupants were Americans. 

Informants here said Carroll, 
a native of Ireland, became a 
naturalized United States citi- 
zen in 1934. He at#nded George 
Washington UniVersity and 
Stanford University, and re- 
ceived a bachelor of arts degree 
at Columbia University in geol- 
ogy and geography in 1942. He 
served in the United States 
Navy in 1944-45 as a reserve 
officer. 

Wilson had been working for 
two years in Kerman, Bampur 
and West Iranshahr, all in 
southeast Iran. His work in 
Kerman had been in the com- 
munity development program 
assisting villages in agriculture, 
education and health. 

The killings and kidnaping 
were disclosed as James Rich- 
ards, who. is President Eisen- 
hower’s special ambassador for 
his Middle East program, con- 
cluded talks with Iranian offi- 
cials.

While the convention calls 
for freedom of shipping for all 
nations.

sponse to such “aggressive” ac- | 
tions against it. would be forced 
to undertake “the most ener- | 
getic measure to inflict a 
destructive blow against the 
aggressors and also against the 
bases which are located near 
our borders.” 


This passage in the communi- 
cation was described by Nor- 
wegian political circles as most 
threatening,’ although they 
noted that Bulganin said he 
wanted friendly relations with 
the Soviet's northern neighbors. 


Cites Finland as Example. 

The good relations that exist 
between the Soviet Union and 
Finland, he said, pose the ques- 
tion: why cannot Soviet-Nor- 
wegian relations be “just as 
good, just as friendly?” He 
added that he was not asking 
Norway to renounce its mem- 
bership in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Oragnization immedi- 
atély. 

Bulganin's message was 
handed to Gerhardsen by Mik- 
hail G. Gribanov, the Soviet 
ambassador here, last Thursday. 
It has caused great consterna- 
tion in Norway. 

A government source said 
last night that, as far as he 
knew, Norway was the only 
NATO country that has re- 
ceived such a specific threat.

He said the increased effective- 
ness of a better-paid United 
States defense force might make 
it possible to reduce the size 
of that force by 200,000 men 
and still not affect its combat 
capability. 


The major recommendation | 


of the Cordiner report, the re- 
sult of an eight-month study of 
pay scales and manpower man- 
agement practices in the armed 
forces, is that men in uniform 
be paid according to their 
skills rather than for time spent 
in service.

WASHINGTON, March 27 
(UP)—The House today killed 
a Democratic-sponsored plan for 
a sweeping congressional inves- 
tigation of Government mone- 
tary and credit policies. 


The roll call vote was 255 to 
174. Only two Republicans 
voted for the Democratic plan. 
Most of the Democrats who 
voted against the proposal were 
Southerners. 

The action was a victory for 
the Eisenhower Administration 
and a setback for speaker Sam 
Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, who 
appealed to members to approve 
the inquiry despit opposition 
from private bankers. 


The rejected inquiry would 
have been conducted by a bank- 
ing subcommittee headed by 
Representative Wright Patman 
(Dem.), Texas, one of the strong- 
est critics of the Government's 
“high interest, hard money” 
policy. 

Republicans charged that such 
an inquiry could not be ob- 
jective and could shake busi- 
ness confidence and possibly 
touch off a recession. 


Democrats offered their plan 
in lieu of President Eisen- 
hower’s request that Congress 
allow him to appoint a com- 
mission of nine citizen experts 
to make a broad inquiry into 
the nation’s financial system. 


Defeat of the Democratic 
plan left in doubt whether 
there would be any inquiry and, 
if so, who would conduct it.

N SPITE OF RESERVATIONS, compromises and blanks yet 
ie be filled in the treaties signed at Rome for a common 
European market and a nuclear pool, they may be rated as 
representing the greatest step yet taken toward European union. 


The maximum period for the 
transition to a customs union, 
15 years, is hardly excessive for 
the economic revolution that 
will be entailed. The limita- 
tions of the European atomic 
energy community need not be 
fatal since it will own all fis- 
sionable materials in the re- 
fined forms necessary for pro- 
ducing power or weapons. 

How Far and How Fast? 

The question that arises now, 
assuming ratification of the 
treaties, is how far and how 
fast western Europe will grow 
into a solid community of na- 
tions more or less comparable 
to the United States or the 
Soviet Union in population and 
wealth. 

Can this prospective union, 
foreseen as eventually political 
as well as economic, come to 
terms with semi-European Brit- 
ain regarding economically 
fruitful relations? Will it be 
able to “Europeanize” the co- 
lonial system of France and the 
lesser colonies of Belgium and 
The Netherlands by bringing 
them into the common market? 
Will this process, implicit in 
the treaty, take the curse off 
what remains of European “co- 
lonialism?” 

The vision of a Europe be- 
coming an ever tighter unit, 
which animates the treaties, is 
one that would affect the whole 
western world if it were even 
partly translated into reality,

Fears of France. 

There are fears in France 
that this country, now facing a 
financial crisis, is in no posi- 
tion to enter a common market 
gradually becoming competitive 
as tariffs fall. 

France has a booming econ- 
omy with rising production. But 
this expansion cannot be main- 
tained since it entails imports 
for which France cannet pay. 
The foreign trade deficit, ac- 
companied by the financial 
drain of the Algerian war, has 
led to talk of a renewed need 
of United States aid unless 
France drastically cuts its.con- 
sumption at the cost of deflat- 
ing its economy. 

One answer to this fear is 
that the common market will 
develop gradually over a dozen 
years, thus tempering the 
shocks of competition.

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A Veto Was in Order 

Gov. Blair has signed the bill, backed by the 
Missouri Bankers Association, concerning the 
investment of the State’s “idle funds.” In doing 
so, he has gone, we believe, against the 
plain intent of the State’s newest constitutional 
amendment. He would have served the inter- 
ests of the taxpayers had he instead used his 
veto pen and told the people and incidentally 
the banker lebbyists exactly why. 

For years the bankers of Missouri enjoyed a 
golden windfall because of an arbitrary consti- 
fitional provision governing state funds not to 
he peld out immediately. While the Constitu- 
tion did not forbid the state to accept interest 


on jthis money, it dovetailed with the federal 


banking laws in a way which made it impossible 
to collect interest. The voters finally corrected 


‘that, and in doing so they made it clear they 


wanted the state to earn as much, not as little 
interest as might be reasonably possible. 

With amazing disdain, the Legislature adopted 
the banker-sponsored bill which virtually limits 
the interest rate on state deposits to 1 per cent 
—and this at a time When it is easy to get as 
much as 3 per cent on time deposits of more 
than 30 days. 

Some bankers argue that they cannot afford 
to pay more than 1 per cent. Yet they pay 
more to other depositors. Some argue that they 
need this money to maintain their credit ca- 
pacity for the benefit of the state's rural econ- 
omy. Yet the constitutional amendment did 
not make the maintenance of bank credit 6 
function of the state. ’ 

State Treasurer M. E. Morris has asked the 
Attorney General for advice on how to handle 
state deposits, and it is well that he has done so.

Magazine’s Washington correspondent tells how so-called doc- 
trine was developed and what it sepresents; it is bilateral, re- 
quiring request for protection from any Mideast nation; it 
is also non-colonial and impartial in Middle East dispute.

In Key West, Fla. last December, 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
was convalescing from his operation for 
intestinal cancer. It was some con- 
valescence. Each day at 10 a.m. he was 
on the phone to the President and the 
State Department, keeping abreast of 
the Suez crisis and the United States’ 
efforts to keep the Russian “volunteers” 
out of the Middle East. 

At 11 o’clock he would knock off to 
lie on the beach or go fishing; after 
lunch he would take a nap or go fish- 
ing some more. Each evening before 
dinner Dulles would invite his one Key 
West assistant, John Hanes Jr., 32, and 
his wife Lucy, and perhaps his doctor, 
to his quarters for cocktails (a rye on 
the rocks for the Secretary), and there 
the Middle East would dominate the 
conversation. 

One day Dulles got out his yellow 
scratch-pad and pencil and wrote out a 
draft of what he called “A United States 
Declaration on the Middle East.“ But 
his thoughts had not jelled, and he tore 
up the declaration without having it 
typed. 

After four postoperative weeks Dulles 
returned from Key West, flew a few 
days later to the Dec. 11 meeting of 
the NATO Council in Paris. There, 
separately, the British and French For- 
eign Ministers told him that the United 
States's principal job was to make its 
presence felt in the Middle East. Dulles 
assured them both that a way would 
be found to do it. The objective: de- 
veloping a Jong range United States 
initiative to fil} the post-Suez power 
deficit and to work toward an enduring 
stability. . 


How the Doctrine Evolved 
Back. in Washington, he reviewed sev- 


eral alternative plans prepared by the

Staff. Three of these alternatives were: 


(1) United States adherence to the

Department was Eisenhower's post- 
Korea policy, expressed during the 
1955 Formosa crisis, of getting prior 
eongressional approval for the use of 
United States forces, Once again Ike 
was adamant; it was essential to get 
congressional approval in advance for 
the use, if necessary, of the United 
States’ deterrent power in the Middle 
East. 

So after Ike and Dulles won a Na- 
tional Security Council O.K. for the 
doctrine, Ike went before a joint ses- 
sion of Congress to (1) request stand- 
ing authority to use United States arm- 
ed forces to help protect any Middle 
Eastern nation requesting help against 
aggression from “any nation controlled 
by international Communism,” and (2) 
spend $200 million in the 
stability-making foreign economic aid. 


New Features for Old Policy 


The Eisenhower Doctrine was old 
and also new, It was old in the sense 
that it hewed (as the Truman Doctrine 
for Greece did) to the sustained United 
States objective of seeking an area- 
wide, indigenous capability of self- 
defense and an insulation of the area’s 
disputes against embroiling the rest of 
the world. It was new in that it pro- 
jected the factor of United States power 
into a defense of the area, It was also 
new in its attempt to provide economic

Recreation visits to the na- 
tional forests hit a new high 
of 45,500,000 in 1955 as com- 
pared to 18,200,000 in 1946. The 
nation’s 180,000,000 acres of na- 
tional forests are in 38 states, 
Alaska and Puerto Rico. These 


public lands are generally open 
to everyone who wants to visit 
or travel through them. 


Missouri hag two national 
forests, the Clark and the Mark 
Twain, whose combined areas 
approximate 1,300,000 acres. 
They are in Southern Missouri 
and are open the year around 
for camping. Hunting and fish- 
ing also are permitted, accord- 
ing to the regulations of the 
Missouri Conservation Commis- 
lion. 


Operations Outdoors, a plan 
to double camping and picnick- 
ing facilities in the national 
forests within the next five 
years to meet a steadily grow- 
ing demand for such facilities, 
was announced recently by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


“Operation Outdoors is geared 
not only to correct existing un- 
satisfactory conditions at nation- 
al forest recreation areas but 
also to meet foreseeable use 
during the next five years,” 
Richard E. McArdle, chief of 
the Forest Service; said. “At 
the same time, however, we 
must keep recreation in balance 
with the use of other national 
forest resources, such as water, 
timber and forage. 


“The American people are 
seeking outdoor recreation more 
than ever before. The national 
forests are feeling this boom 
with a tremendous increase in 
visits. Our existing facilities 
simply can’t handle the load.” 


Vacation Spots in Missouri. 


The designated areas in the 
Clark and Mark Twain forests, 
in the Ozarks, are scarcely 
known to the average vacation- 
ist. A few of them near the 
major highways are patronized 
during the camping, hunting 
and fishing seasons. Most of 
them, however, have very few

The whole show was on film in color. Sixteen milll- 
meter prints of this will be made and schools all over 
the country will show it to their pupils, Capra's first 
TV show, “Our Mr. Sun,“ has been a smash in the 
schools and still is.

- booked up three months in advance constantly, and 
there's no reason why this show shouldn't be equally 
successful with the students. 


The Capra organization would like to do about four 
ot these educational television shows a year, but it 
may have to settle for just two this year. “Hemo the 
& Magnificent’ was a full year in the making. Capra 
> will turn his attention next to one of the two other 
ideas he has lined up. One is “The Strange Case of 
the Cosmic Rays,” and the other is “The Unchained 
Goddess,” which is a story of the weather. To me 
they both sound fascinating, but, if it came to my vote, 
I'd pick the second one. I don't think there's any- 
thing more interesting than the weather and why it 
u the way it is. I hope Capra tells us all about it.

Suggestions 
On Cooking 


Dried Prunes 
By Edith M. Barber 


T one time stewed prunes 
A were rather scornfully as- 

sociated with boarding-house 
life. Today this is all changed. 
Few boarding houses remain 
and prunes have deservedly 
achieved an excellent reputa- 
tion as one of the finest of the 
dried fruits. 

With the modern methods of 
cultivating the prune type of 
plum especially for drying and 
the careful treatment given the 
fruit, the quality is excellent. It 
is graded for size and small 
prunes are less expensive. 

Whichever type you choose, 
the same method of cooking 
should be used. After washing 
and placing prunes in a sauce- 
pan, just enough water to cover 
should be poured over them. 
Soaking for a short time will 
reduce the time needed for cook - 
ing. This water should not be 
poured off, as I saw someone do 
just recently. The fruit should 
be covered and allowed to cook 
over low heat until soft. 

The prunes should be kept 
covered and allowed to cool in 
the liquid. Then there will be 
flavor both in the fruit and in 
the liquid. This sirupy liquid 
thickens as the prunes cool. If 
you like, a few slices of lemon 
may be added during the cook- 
ing or before cooling. 

If prunes are to be used for 
a whip, a souffle or a pie fill- 
ing, they will be pitted after 
cooking. Fruit of medium size 
is more economical than that of 
smaller size. 

Stewed Dried Prunes. 

Wash and soak dried prunes 
in just enough water to cover, 
about an hour. Cover and sim- 
mer in same water about 30 min- 
utes, until fruit is soft. Add one 
to two slices of lemon if desired. 
Cool, covered, to obtain thick 

sirup. Note: If sweet prunes are 
used, no extra sugar will be 
needed. If prunes are sour, 
sweeten to taste before remov- 

ing from heat and stir until 
sugar is dissolved. 
Stewed Dried Apricots. 

Use preceding recipe for 
stewed dried prunes. Omit lemon 
and simmer about 20 minutes, 
until fruit is soft. Sweeten to 
taste just before removing from 
heat and stir until sugar is 


dissolved. Cool, covered to 
obtain thick sirup.

One Celebrated Social Figure. 
T society is a city-by-city affair and there are no 
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longer any social dictators, even on a local basis. But 
one social figure celebrated throughout the state and 
éven beyond its border is Miss Ima Hogg. She is now 
around 80 but still a civic beacon of Houston. 

Miss Hogg is the daughter of the famous Col. James 
Stephen (Jim) Hogg, the first native of Texas to become 
its Governor in 1891. Miss Hogg was given her first name 
not, as legend has it, out of cruel whimsy, but because it 
Was the name of the heroine of a romantic poem, “The 
Fate of Marvin,” of which her father was fond. 

Miss Ima,” as she is universally known, got a fine 
musical education in the East and in Europe, and dedi- 
cated herself to galvanizing musical interest in Texas. 
This has produced, among other things, good symphony 
Grchestras in its principal cities. 

-~'-Although she is the acknowledged monolith of Hous- 
tom's old-guard society, Miss Ima has never essayed the 
role of arbiter nor preoccupied herself with social frou- 
frou. Practically all her social life has revolved around 
the arts and community activities. From 1943 to 1949 she 
served on the Houston School Board. 

San Antonio is the oldest city in Texas. Among its 
social leaders are descendants of some Canary Island fam- 
flies that emigrated with land grants from the King of 
Spain around 1730 and families that go back to the big 
German immigration of a century ago. 

Two of the reigning social organizations are the Ger- 
man Club, which presents the debutantes, and the Order 
of the Alamo, another exclusive male group whose solemn 
selection of a “queen” is an annual social highlight. 
the San Antonio Country Club is a place nobody can 
bu his way into. Oil affluence, as such, gets nowhere in 
San Antonio. Yet, society is sufficiently flexible to accom- 
modate the peripatetic ranking personnel ot San Antonio's 
numerous military posts. 

Changes Are Afoot. 

UT even in San Antonio changes are afoot. New- 
Besen. including oil.“ were among the prime movers 

in organizing the new Chrysanthemum Ball, a charity 
affair.
